Dr. Hopkin’s Diagnosis 

Veteran Moose Jaw Grain Grower Gives Views on Treatment Necessary to 

Restore Good Times 


M ANY farmers drop into The 
Guide office every week in 
the year. They come in from 
all parts of the West to talk 
over matters of interest with 
different members of The Guide staff. 
Quite frequently they have clear-cut ideas 
of what is wrong with conditions and how 
they should be remedied. They often, 
in fact very often, suggest that The Guide 
should place these views before its readers. 
The Guide is always ready to report the 
views of thoughtful farmers aiming to¬ 
wards a solution of the present serious 
conditions in these provinces. Most of 
our visitors, however, hesitate to express 
their views over their own name. The 
other day, however, we had a call from 
E. N. Hopkins, the veteran ex-president 
of the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ 
Association, one of the men who came out 
into this country 40 years ago and home¬ 
steaded far ahead of the railroads in the 
Moose Jaw district. Mr. Hopkins has 
some very clear cut ideas of what should 
be done, and does not hesitate to express 
his views. In the course of his visit the 
following conversation took place between 
Mr. Hopkins and a representative of The 
Guide: 

Reporter—You have studied conditions 
in the West pretty thoroughly, Mr. Hop¬ 
kins. What do you consider the main cause 
of the present hard times in the country? 

Mr. Hopkins—Well, mainly, I would 
say the farmer’s margin of profit is not 
sufficient in many cases to meet the in¬ 
terest on his indebtedness. 

Reporter—That, of course, is a general 
statement, but when you consider that

we have had the biggest crop in the 
history of the West, that four years have 
elapsed since the war ended and. the price 
of wheat is where it is, we must look into 
the matter more deeply. 

Mr. Hopkins—Yes, it is true that four 
years have elapsed since the close of the 
war and we have been having what is 
called the reconstruction period. The 
fact is, however, that we have scarcely 
made a start at reconstruction. 

Reporter—What do you mean bv that, 
Mr. Hopkins, and how do you explain it? 

Mr. Hopkins—Because they (L am 
speaking now of the farmers) have 
not seriously taken the first step,, which 
is to make a statement of their assets, not 
based on what they thought they were 
worth some years ago, or what they will 
bring some years hence, but what they 
are worth under present economic con¬ 
ditions, then list their liabilities and if 
they should, unfortunately, find their 
liabilities exceed their assets, there is only 
one thing to do, meet their creditors and 
make the readjustment. What 1 am try¬ 
ing to point out is the fact that we can¬ 
not have reconstruction except by a long 
and painful process (which we all wish 
to avoid) unless every citizen and his 
neighbor readjust their own financial 
re lationships. 

Reporter—But will the creditors make 
the adjustment? 

Mr. Hopkins—Surely, or do worse. 
Everyone realizes they must take their 
share of the loss or everything will collapse. 
The farmer has never had a say as to the 
price he would receive for his products or 
what he would have to pay for his neces¬ 
sities. All he had to do was to work hard, 
and save, and know the road to town, and 
the other fellow would do the rest. In a 
word, the whole trouble is, the farmer has 
no say in the price he gets for his products, 
wdiile the other fellow is trying to get 
prices based on the war price investment. 
The other fellow will have to reduce his 
prices sooner or later to the ability of the 
farmer to pay. 

Reporter—What next? 

Mr. Hopkins—Educate, organize. Or¬ 
ganize, educate, until the West speaks 
with one voice, then say this country has 
incurred a tremendous debt, which is 
still piling up, which must in the final 
analysis be paid from the savings of the 
people, and conditions must be made 
such that the people will be able to save. 
All federal ana local expenditure must be 
brought down to present economic c on- 
ditions. It would help and set a good 
example if our legislators would bring 
their sessional allowance to pre-war 
prices and say we will try and scrape 
along with the $2,500 for the three 
months’ session as they are paid travelling 
expenses over that, amount. When every 
man in Canada realizes he is a fractional 
part of the State and is willing to do his 
part, reconstruction will commence. 

Reporter—Well, Doctor, what do you 
think of the patient’s chances of recovery? 

Mr. Hopkins—I have examined his 
anatomy thoroughly and find he is a 
husky youth and I should say has wonder¬ 
ful recuperating powers, and has tre¬ 
mendous resources in his soil, mines, 
forests and fisheries. I believe there will 
be no occasion to use the knife and very 
little medicine will be required, just a 
little adjustment of joints that impede 
the growth. With his natural physique, 
his youth, his resources, I should say if 
nothing artificial impedes his progress he 
should in his manhood be a giant among 
the nations. 


Kota Wheat at Indian Head 

The Kota variety of bread wheat has 
come into prominence on account of its 
marked resistance to stem rust. While 
this is an extremely valuable character¬ 
istic, yet its other qualities are such as 
to limit its usefulness to a marked degree. 

’Fhe first of its drawbacks is low yielding 
ability as compared with Marquis. Even 
in a bad rust year such as 1921 it was out 
yielded by Marquis by 2 bushels and 
*40 pounds, while in 1922 the difference in 
favor of Marquis was 12 bushels, the 
average yields of the two varieties for the 
two years being—Marquis, 42 bushels 
and 20 pounds; Kota, 35 bushels. 

In addition to low yielding power, it is 
extremly weak in the straw and these 
two factors destroy its value to the prac¬ 
tical farmer in spite of its rust-resisting 
qualities and render it of more value to 
the plant breeder than to the farmer.— 
N. D. Mackenzie. 


Volume of Cattle Marketings 

Speaking of the unexpectedly heavy run 
of cattle on U.S. and Canadian stockyards 
up to the end of November, J. F. Booth, 
Saskatchewan Markets Commissioner, 
says: 

“A situation is revealed that should not 
pass unnoticed by the stockmen of Western 
Canada. It is stated that this year’s 
arrivals from the range have shown an 
unusually high average of head per car, 
thus indicating that stock is being mar¬ 
keted younger and lighter than was the 
case a few years ago. It indicates, too, 
that the day of grass beef as an impor-I 
tant. factor on the big livestock markets of 
the States wpuld be a thing of the past, 
and that from now on packers will have 
to depend largely on the produce of the 
feed lots to keep their plants running in 
summer and fall, as well as in winter and 
spring. If the corn belt stockmen arc to 
have a larger share in beef production 
they will no doubt plan accordingly. 
Western Canada can view such a change 
in conditions in two ways. 'Fhe demand 
for younger beef and ‘baby beef’ depletes 
herds much more rapidly and the quicker 
maturing types are consequently sought 
for. In the second place, in spite of the 
U.S. tariff wall of two cents a pound 
against our cattle, hundreds are crossing 
the line weekly, and in order to meet the 
demand for nice quality two to two and 
a half year-old stuff we shall do well to 
keep closely in touch with the market 
requirements and the trend of the U.S. 
beef trade.”

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Dunning on Marketing 

Saskatchewan Premier Outlines Co-operative IVheat Pool 


O N Friday evening, December 15, 
Hon. C. A. Dunning, premier of 
Saskatchewan, was entertained 
at a banquet at Saskatoon, and 
in the course of his address he 
made the following remarks on wheat 
marketing: 

There is no doubt that the people of 
Saskatchewan are not satisfied with the 
system of grain marketing now in use 
and have been expressing their dissatis¬ 
faction continuously since the Canadian 
Wheat Hoard of 1919 went out of 
existence. 

Most people are familiar with later 
developments in regard to this question, 
but for convenience 1 might recite that 
an effort was made through the medium 
of legislation enacted at Ottawa, sup¬ 
plemented by provincial legislation in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, to reinstate 
the wheat board for the 1922 crop. The 
attempt failed because men could not 
be found possessing the necessary quali¬ 
fications from a business point of view 
and also the necessary public confidence 
who were willing to undertake the task 
of directing a compulsory wheat board. 

The position now is that the federal 
legislation stands on the statute books 
of Canada and is renewable for another 
year by the governor general-in-council. 


If the federal legislation is continued 
the Saskatchewan legislation can also 
be renewed for another year by order 
of the lieutenant-governor-iu-council of 
the province. 

I must say in passing that the ‘‘open 
market” method by which the present 
crop has been handled has undoubtedly 
produced better results, so far as price 
is concerned, than many of those most 
familiar with the business expected 
when the harvest season opened. We 
have experienced a very unusual trend 
of prices—under pressure of the heav¬ 
iest deliveries of grain Western Canada 
has ever experienced, the price never¬ 
theless continued to rise instead of fall. 
I am not attributing this condition to 
open marketing, but would like to say 
that in my judgment the British im¬ 
porter, in looking after his own business 
of distributing our wheat in the British 
Isles and to continental countries, has 
performed a service to the farmers of 
Western Canada during the last three 
months of tremendous value. The fact 
that the British importer has been able 
to re-establish his trade connections 
with continental countries after the 
period of war control boards to an 
extent which has enabled him to suc¬ 
cessfully merchandise the enormous 


quantities of wheat which we have de¬ 
livered during the past two months, 
stands greatly to the credit of the ini¬ 
tiative and business genius of the 
British importer. 

Autocratic Powers Unlikely 
However, many of our people are in¬ 
sistently demanding that a compulsory 
wheat board be put into operation for 
19211. Most of those making the demand 
desire amendments to the existing fed¬ 
eral legislation before^ the board is 
brought into being. None have sug¬ 
gested that the existing provincial 
legislation can be improved upon in this 
connection. Brieily, what is asked for 
by some with respect to federal legis¬ 
lation is that the proposed board should 
be placed above the l<iw; that it should 
be made impossible for anyone to enter 
suit against the board in the courts. 
Second, the demand is made that the 
board be given control over the selling 
of flour in the same manner as wheat 
from one end of Canada to the other. 
And, third, that the board should be 
given power in connection with trans¬ 
portation, both lake and rail, in order 
that the transportation of wheat might 
proceed according to the desires of the 
board regardless of the needs of other 
commodities. All these suggestions may 
fall within the legislative jurisdiction 
of the parliament of Canada, but are 
certainly not within the power of the 
Saskatchewan legislature to enact. I 
do not intend to discuss the merits of 
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these suggestions tonight except to sav 
that I certainly would be very much 
surprised if a free parliament of a free 
people would ever consent, except in 
war time, to create an autocracy with 
the unchecked power suggested. ' 

I stated in the legislature last sum¬ 
mer that I did not believe in the per¬ 
manent application of the principle of 
compulsion in trade; that its application 
could only be defended as an expediency 
to meet an emergency—such an emer¬ 
gency as confronted us during the war 
and during the re-adjustment period im¬ 
mediately following. I do not know of 
any public man in Western Canada nor 
any responsible farmer leader who has 
ever advocated a permanent compulsory 
wheat board. The farmer leaders espe¬ 
cially, have made it clear that a com¬ 
pulsory wheat board is an expedient to 
deal with an emergent condition and 
in order to give time for the develop¬ 
ment of a free marketing system which 
would enable the farmer to secure the 
maximum value for his product in the 
markets of the world. 

Farmers ’ Companies 
Several months have passed since it 
became apparent that the wheat board 
could not function for this year. It 
was surely reasonable to expect that in 
the meantime some progress would have 
been made by the representative farm¬ 
ers’ organizations in evolving a perman¬ 
ent marketing schemp. Instead we find

The Christmas Season 

The Guide extends to all its readers hearty 
Christmas greetings, realizing at the same 
time that Christmas this year the world over 
will be more scanty in its cheer than usual. 
But aside from material aspects the Christ¬ 
mas season under Christian influence sym¬ 
bolizes the brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood of God. It is the season when 
we are brought to realize more clearly that 
man is in the largest sense his brother’s 
keeper and that no man can clear himself 
of all responsibility for things that are wrong- 
in the world. That conception of civilized 
and Christianized society needs to be stressed 
more and more. The Christmas season is one 
also which should turn mankind to a con¬ 
sideration of the Sermon on the Mount, that 
matchless chart for human guidance. Per¬ 
haps we need generally a re-awakening to the 
significance of the Christmas season and that 
after all we may have been laying too much 
stress upon its material aspects. 

Prairie Fruit Growing 

Men are still living who knew this country 
before it had a mile of railway and when 
thousands of buffalo grazed where now are 
large cities and thickly dotted farmsteads. 
There are farmers in Manitoba today who 
recall when they attempted to grow wheat 
outside the accepted narrow wheat belt along 
the Bed River they were considered to have 
lost their senses. Thousands remember when 
Brandon was the “limit” of the wheat zone, 
which later was extended by adventurous 
pioneers into Saskatchewan, and gradually 
on to the Rocky Mountains. Practically 
within the space of one generation this fabled 
land of ice and snow, this great buffalo pas¬ 
ture, home of the Indian and empire of the 
fur trader, has become the world’s greatest 
wheat-producing area. It has been settled 
and provided with all the facilities of civili¬ 
zation more rapidly than has ever been 
known in any such vast area in the his¬ 
tory of the world. What will the next gener¬ 
ation do for this country? 

These introductory remarks are but to 
clear the way for a brief consideration of the 
possibilities of fruit growing on these 
prairies. Those people who suggested a few 
years ago that fruit could be grown in this 
country were laughed at, yet today it is safe 
to predict that within a comparatively few 
years many lines of imported fruit will be 
crowded off our local markets by home pro¬ 
duction. On the prairies and through the 
woods of this country are growing wild 
plums, cherries, grapes, raspberries, straw¬ 
berries, gooseberries, red and black currants, 
saskatoons, Pembinas, buffalo berries and 
blueberries, cranberries and other native 
fruits. All these are perfectly hardy. They 
come through our coldest winters with a 
smile and gladden our hearts with the beauty 
and fragrance of their bloom in the spring¬ 
time and bear fruit abundantly in the sum¬ 
mer and fall. With such a wide range of 
hardy native stock, all that is needed is the 
plant breeder, the patient, painstaking horti¬ 
culturist. who will select from our best native 
strains as well as cross breed with the 
tenderer and more luscious fruits of the 
South and East. This work is being done 
now on a considerable scale. 

For more than 25 years Prof. N. E. Hansen, 
of South Dakota, has been engaged in de¬ 
veloping hardy fruits and other products for 
the northwestern states. He has explored 
Siberia from end to end and placed that 
country under contribution. Men like A. P. 


Stevenson, of Morden. and W. J. Boughen, of 
Valley River, during the past quarter cen¬ 
tury have rendered a service to this country 
which can never possibly be fully appre¬ 
ciated. It is due to the patient and untiring 
efforts of such men as we have mentioned 
and others that we now have a considerable 
range of improved hardy fruits in this coun¬ 
try and an ever-brightening promise for the 
future. Raspberries, strawberries, crab- 
apples, plums, currants and gooseberries are 
now beyond the experimental stage in this 
country as cultivated fruits, perfectly hardy 
and of quality that compares favorably with 
the best produced in any land. Another ten 
years will spread these fruits all over the 
prairie provinces, and the horticulturists will 
undoubtedly give us improved strains of our 
other hardy native fruits. 

The planting of windbreaks and shelter 
belts around the farmsteads itself gives a 
wonderfully homelike touch to the bald- 
headed prairie. But when the growing of 
fruit as well as vegetable gardens in the 
shelter of these plantations becomes general 
it will profoundly affect not only the econ¬ 
omic life but also the mental outlook of our 
whole population. More of us will have the 
feeling that this is our home, the place where 
we are going to stay, and not that feeling 
which is and has been entirely too prevalent, 
that we are merely visitors. 

Dunning's Wheat Pool Scheme 

Tn his Saskatoon speech last week Premier 
Dunning dealt somewhat plainly with the 
wheat marketing problem, as quoted else¬ 
where in this issue. Tn referring to the 
action of the Council of Agriculture he 
apparently overlooked the decision actually 
arrived at by the council to accept both the 
provincial and federal legislation now on the 
statute books. This decision was reached be¬ 
cause it was apparent to all that there was no 
other prospect of getting a wheat board to 
handle the 192A crop. The council has not, 
therefore, asked for the extra powers re¬ 
ferred to by Mr. Dunning. 

It is quite true, as Air. Dunning says, that 
there is no standard by which to measure the 
efficiency of a compulsory wheat board. Such 
a wheat board constitutes a monopoly in 
wheat marketing and its operation may be 
capable or otherwise. There is no method of 
comparison to decide whether the price it 
secures is or is not the full market value. 

Tt is a certainty, however, that the major¬ 
ity of wheat growers in this country want 
the wheat board for at least one more year 
and will not be satisfied until they get it. 
True, the appointment of the wheat board in 
1919 raised a storm of protest from farmers 
who feared that the initial price of $2.15 
would be the final price. However, abnormal 
circumstances developed which enabled the 
wheat board to sell the crop at unparalleled 
prices and the storm of protest melLyl into 
showers of gratification when the firsr divi¬ 
dend was declared. The second dividend set 
the seal of approval upon the operations of 
the wheat board, and quite naturally, from 
that day to this the majority of wheat grow¬ 
ers have looked forward to the appointment 
of a wheat board to market another crop. 
The legislative machinery is now in readi¬ 
ness, both federally and provinciallv, except 
in Manitoba, and that will undoubtedly be 
ready early in the new year. The wheat 
growers have asked for another wheat board 
for the marketing of their own wheat at their 
own expense, and there is no body of farmers 
in this country that has voiced any opposi¬ 
tion to it. The wheat board system should 


be given a fair trial for the marketing of the 
192A crop. 

AVe have stated previously that we do not 
believe in the wheat board system nor any 
other governmental marketing system as a 
permanent one for this country. W e believe 
that the farmers would be in revolt, and 
justly so, against any governmental or auto¬ 
cratic monopolistic system of wheat market¬ 
ing within two years after its inception, 
because it could not possibly give general 
satisfaction for any longer period. For that 
reason we believe the farmers must take 
steps without delay to organize their own co¬ 
operative marketing system. Mr. Dunning is 
correct in stating that the two farmers’ com¬ 
panies have a magnificent grain marketing 
equipment, completely owned and controlled 
by the farmers. Mr. Dunning’s suggestion is 
fora co-operative wheat pool operated joint¬ 
ly by the two companies in open competition 
with the regular marketing system. Whether 
or not this may prove to be feasible time 
alone will disclose, but we do believe that 
the two great farmer-owned companies that 
are completely under the control of the 
wheat growers of this country and who have 
altogether 58,000 tanner stockholders, must 
be the important factor in the development 
ol any co-operative wheat marketing system. 

Bank Act Enquiry 

The Canadian Council of Agriculture be¬ 
yond question voiced an opinion that is wide¬ 
spread throughout Canada, when at its recent 
meeting it passed a resolution asking for a 
royal commission to enquire into our banking 
system on the following terms: 

Whereas, the centralization of control of the 
hanking power of Canada as evidenced in the 
decrease in the number of banks in the Domin¬ 
ion—which has declined from .‘17 in 1902 to 17 in 
1922—is not in the best interests of the country, 
sinco it places the credit and finances necessarv 
for the successful development of the country 
in the hands of the comparatively few men 
who form the directorships of these banks 
giving them thereby a power, which, however 
carefully used, may not as a principle be safely 
entrusted to them. 

And, whereas, the present Dank Act confers 
upon the existing banks the sole right to cir¬ 
culate currency and the right to issue bank 
notes, which right in some other Anglo-Saxon 
countries has been wholly or partially with¬ 
drawn. 

And, whereas, it is in the public interest that 
tin* greatest possible safeguards should be em¬ 
bodied in legislation looking to the protection 
of shareholders and depositors, and supplying 
the needs of the public generally in the conduct 
of banking business. 

And, whereas, banking reform in other coun¬ 
tries has frequently been preceded bv an 
impartial and thorough investigation of the 
whole question; 

Therefore be it resolved that the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture go on record as favoring 
the appointment of a royal commission to en¬ 
quire generally into tho whole question of the 
Canadian banking system in the light of the 
experience of other Anglo-Saxon countries, with 
a view to improvements that will protect tho 
public against the dangers of centralization and 
the power that will inherently develop through 
the operation of the special privileges at present 
enjoyed by the banks; and more particularly 
that such a commission should enquire into and 
report upon: (a) the advisability of creating 
one or more banks in Canada, combining the 
best features of the Commonwealth Bank of 
Australia and the Federal Reserve Banks of 
the U.S.; (b) taking out of the hands of the 
chartered banks the power of issue and con¬ 
fining that power solely to tho National Banks 
or to a Department of Government itself, this 
to be done in a manner that will give a fair 
opportunity to existing banks to adjust them¬ 
selves to the new conditions; (c) enquire into 
the advisability of amending our existing legi*’ 
lation to permit the establishment of 
banks with local capital serving loc-* 
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(d) to report on the best methods of federal 
supervision and inspection. 

That such a commission should be appointed 
at as early a date as possible, aud should be 
composed of three impartial men, one au 
economist of standing and repute in Canada, 
one a inan with banking experience but with¬ 
out present banking affiliation, and one of 
standing in the commercial life of the country 
but not a bank director. 

There is a decided menace in the rapid 
concentration and control of hanks and 
credit in the hands of a few men. These men 
are no doubt as well qualified as any in 
Canada who could he selected for the respon¬ 
sibility, yet there is a very grave menace to 
the nation in leaving such control in private 
hands, and particularly in the hands of such 
a small number of individuals. Other aspects 
of our hanking system also need looking into. 
We need to know whether we have the very 
best system for the development of the 
nation into which Canada is now beginning 
to expand. There will probably he powerful 
though silent opposition to the appointment 
of a royal commission to carry out such an 
enquiry. It is therefore necessary that all 
organizations that favor such au enquiry 
should place themselves on record and notify 
their local member, the prime minister and 
the minister of finance of their desires. 

Agriculture and Tariffs 

The tariff controversy, as it affects the 
farmers, is taking a significant and somewhat 
ominious turn for the consumers in the 
United States. The protection of 110 cents 
a bushel given in the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff act is not realized in the market price 
of wheat, and the supporters of the act have 
to put up an explanation. Their explanation 
is that the farmers do not take advantage of 
tariff protection as other classes of producers 
do, and until they do this they will never he 
able to realize in tin* prices of their produce 
the value of their tariff protection. 

Their argument runs somewhat like this: 


Wheat is produced in excess of the consum¬ 
ing capacity of the United States, and the 
surplus which is exported determines the 
price which is received for the whole. As 
long, therefore, as a substantial portion of 
the total wheat produced in the country is 
exported the price will be determined by ex¬ 
port value and a tariff on wheat will he 
unavailing to raise prices. To get the full 
advantage of a protective duty on wheat the 
the farmers should curtail wheat production 
to a point approximating home consumption. 
The duty will give the command of the home 
market and the price of wheat will rise to 
include the value of the duty, in other words 
an increase of 30 cents a bushel, for no wheat 
can he imported without paying that amount 
of duty. This argument is naturally creating 
some alarm, for it means a reduction of 
approximately 30 per cent, in wheat produc¬ 
tion, and normally the United States is 
travelling fast by increase of population to 
the place where the home market would 
absorb all the production of wheat. 

The advocates of organized selling of 
wheat do not regard this argument with 
favor. It means to them a backward move¬ 
ment in agriculture instead of a forward 
movement. They are convinced that a better 
marketing system will get a fair price for 
the products of the farm, and with a fair 
price the farmer will gain by increased pro¬ 
duction, whereas by decreased production lie 
stands to reduce the whole economic status 
of agriculture. They are opposed to the tariff 
because it increases the cost of production on 
the farm and the cost of living to those en¬ 
gaged in agriculture with all other consum¬ 
ers. Tariff protection, therefore, is an 
illusion. The betterment of farming lies in 
reduction of costs both in production and 
distribution, and the one will be obtained by 
lower tariffs and the other by co-operative 
marketing. As between these views the 
farmer in the United States or anywhere else 


ihould have no hesitation in choosing the 
path of greater trade freedom and the de¬ 
velopment of better marketing systems. 

W. J. Hammell, Progressive M.P. for Mus- 
koka, has settled for himself the question of 
broadening out: he lias forsaken the ranivs of 
the Progressives and formally joined the 
Liberals. It is reported that other four On¬ 
tario members of the Progressive group are 
wavering on the brink of a similar transfer 
of their allegiance. Ottawa newspaper cor¬ 
respondents also thought that the action of 
Mr. Hammell would increase the chances of 
the Liberal candidate in the Lanark by. 
election, but it didn’t. The large Progressive 
majority in the rural parts of the constitu¬ 
ency in the last general election was trans¬ 
formed into a small Conservative majority. 
Those who voted Progressive in 1921 voted 
Conservative in 1922 when there was no Pro¬ 
gressive in the field. There is a moral in the 
event somewhere. 

Sixty monarchist delegates met in a Euro¬ 
pean city the other week to form an organi¬ 
zation for unemployed royalty, and push the 
good old doctrine of the divine right of kings 
and dynasties. They apparently haven’t 
realized that what Europe most needs is some 
real, honest-to-goodness hard work. 

The first thing the reconstructed Tory 
party in Britain promised when the election 
campaign began was cheaper—bread? No, 
beer. But then did not Lord Hugh Cecil 
himself mention the close relationship be¬ 
tween Toryism and beer? 

Christmas approaches with the European 
situation apparently more involved than at 
any time since the peace conference. Britain 
and France cannot agree on the reparations 
question, while a practical deadlock seems 
to exist at Constantinople.

Preliminary estimates on this was attained by raising the banks 
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and the walls of the locks. In 1881 the 
canal was fed from Port Colborne on Lake 
Erie. Prior to Confederation the Welland 
Canal work had cost $7,693,824. 

Following Short-Sighted Policy 
The Dominion government took up 
the question of inland navigation and 
appointed a commission in 1870. This 
commission recommended a uniform scale 
of navigation for both the St. Lawrence 
and Welland Canals. In accordance with 
the recommendations, canal locks 270 
feet long, 45 feet wide and with 12 
feet of water on the sills were built. The 
depth of the water was increased to 14 
feet, at a later date. The third Welland 
Canal was opened to traffic in 1887. The 
present canal cost $23,337,40.3 for capital 
construction, up to the end of the fiscal 
year in March, 1919. This does not in¬ 
clude maintenance and repair charges of 
$9,237,959, or the items for construction 
and maintenance of the breakwaters at 
Port Colborne. 


Seen in retrospect, the Welland Canal 
policy was short-sighted in the extreme. 
It was a makeshift policy throughout. 
Its short-comings have caused the western 
grain trade to be fed into the terminals 
at the Georgian Bay ports, Port Col¬ 
borne and Buffalo. The 14-foot waterway 
was hopelessly inadequate for the large 
cargo carriers. A heavy toll has been 
levied on western grain growers, and 
indirectly all Canada has had to pay for 
tin' lack of adequate facilities. Conges¬ 
tion at terminal points has cost many 
millions of dollars, which has apparently 
boon shouldered by tin* transportation 
companies, but which actuall has come 
out of the pockets of the producers. 
Demurrage charges, etc., and an unneces¬ 
sarily high percentage of grain via the all¬ 
rail route have eaten up a great deal of 
what should have been profits. Canadian 
ports have lost a great deal of business 
that legitimately belongs to the Dominion. 

Incidentally, the middle-western Htates 
have also paid costly 
_freights for transport¬ 
ing their products to 
the seaboard. They 
are now calling insis¬ 
tently for St. Lawrence 
canalization, and the 
Washington adminis¬ 
tration has concurred. 
Now, it is up to Can¬ 
ada. The Dominion 
cannot fail to rise to 
the occasion, because 
agriculture is its main¬ 
stay, and economical 
transportation of grain 
products is vital to 
the prosperity of this 
basic industry. 

A Task of Magnitude 

The present Welland 
Ship Canal was ap¬ 
proved by tin* Domin¬ 
ion government in 
1912. The cost of 
co n s t r u c t i o n was 
estimated at approxi¬ 
mately $50,000,000. 
It. was proposed to 
construct a 25-foot 
channel.

Getting Outsiders at Osage 

“We have a good live bunch all 
working to keep the association alive,” 
so says W. F. Gordon, secretary of tho 
Lathom G.G.A. at Osage. Carrying out 
an excellent idea they are admitting 
farmers at outlying points into member¬ 
ship for a fee of one dollar, on tho 
ground that they are too far away to 
attend meetings of the local.

Appar¬ 
ently the members intend to increase 
their numbers, as they have appointed 
two teams to canvass the district in the 
interests of the local and the associa¬ 
tion. Says the secretary, M. Wing,

meeting we are away with a bang.”

Saskatchewan Notes 

Quinton local is apparently going to 
tackle a big slice of the program. Wm. 
Van Vliet, the secretary, has applied 
for material on taxation, government 
ownership of railways, banking, the 
Senate, and wheat pool questions. 
Quinton will bo a well-informed local 
if one-half of the literature forwarded 
is thoroughly digested. 


“Please find cheque for seventy- 
nine members associate for 1922. If 
any join later will attend to it also.”

“Whereas, we are led to believe that 
many auto owners have not paid the 
additional auto tax required in 1921, 
we would recommend that the govern¬ 
ment look into the matter, and if such 
is found to be the case, to enforce 
collection if possible, and if not refund 
to those who have paid.” 

“Whereas, considerable inconveni¬ 
ence and expense has been caused many 
families owing to each member of it 
having to buy a permit to operate the 
family car; 

“Therefore be it resolved that we 
ask the government to abolish present 
legislation demanding that each mem¬ 
ber over sixteen years have a license, 
but that the one license be for family 
use of all members over sixteen.” 

“Whereas, automobile users are pay¬ 
ing yearly quite a heavy tax as a license 
fee, and, 

“Whereas, many municipalities from 
not being in the good roads scheme get 
no return benefit from this money; 

“Therefore be it resolved that we 
ask the government to refund to each 
municipality fifty (50) per cent, of the 
money received from said municipality 
for license fees, and that the present 
tax be not increased.” 

“Whereas, the cost of collecting the 
federal income tax seems out of all 
proportion to the amount collected; 

‘ 4 Therefore be it resolved that in the 
opinion of the district of Lisgar, it 
would he better to handle said collec¬ 
tion through the local council of the 
various municipalities. ’ ’ 

“Whereas, the rate for harvest work 
is a question which affects the farmers 
and labor only; 

“Therefore bo it resolved that the 
executives of the organized farmers in 
the prairie provinces be asked to take 
steps before the next harvest to deal 
with the wage question in an equitable 
manner. ”

“Failing this, we believe that the pro¬ 
vincial governments of the three prairie 
provinces should co-operate to obtain 
powers to finance and complete the said 
railway. ’ ’ 

“Resolved that the United Farmers 
of Manitoba of the district of Portage 
la Prairie in convention assembled, de¬ 
sire to place on record our cordial 
appreciation of the work done by the 
sixty-six members elected to the House 
of Commons by the organized farmers, 
during the last session of the House 
both in general as giving effective 
representation to the rural people and 
in particular as having w T on a magnifi¬ 
cent success in the matter of reduction 
of freight rates, and we look forward 
to further achievements yet to be won 
in the direction of giving further relief 
to agriculture from the heavy handicaps 
under which it has been laboring. 

Co operative Marketing 

“Whereas, the effort to create a 
wheat board has resulted in failure, 
and the conditions governing the grow¬ 
ing and marketing of grain in western 
Canada has become desperate and un¬ 
bearable; 

“Be it hereby resolved that we 
believe that the farmers’ organizations 
by or through the provincial gov¬ 
ernments of the three prairie provinces, 
should co-operate together in securing 
the control of the grading, transporting, 
marketing, financing and handling of 
our grain until finally disposed of. 
And we ask this convention to take all 
necessary steps to bring this matter 
before the farmers’ organizations and 
the government of the three prairie 
provinces.” 

U.F.M. Resolutions 

Every resolution passed by United 
Farmers ought to “get somewhere.” 
Those who vote on it ought to have a 
clear idea just where it is intended to 
“get.” That is to say, every meeting 
which passes a resolution falls down if 
it .loos not have in mind just what is 
to be done with it, w r ho is to handle it 
ami when and where and how. To be 
still more specific someone should be 
in charge of every resolution forwarded 
iiom a local to any other organization. 
If a resolution is to go before district 
or provincial convention someone to 
support it ought to be definitely ap¬ 
pointed an.l he ought to be the best 
man for the work. 

Then it should also be noted by 
everybody who wants to put a resolu¬ 
tion across that by decision of the 
board those resolutions will have pre- 
ference at Brandon that are in the 
hands of the general secretary by 
December 18.

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Weight Limits for Selects 

Ljirge Percentage Ruled Out of Select Grade Under Official Hog Grading 
Scheme Because of Few Pounds Excessive Weight—Can Limit he 
Raised Slightly Without Defeating Purpose for which 
Grading was Instituted? 


ACCORDING to the schedule of 
1\ weights employed under the official 
hog grading system, now in opera- 
4. A>tion, animals classed as selects must 
weigh not less than 160 pounds 
and not more than 210 pounds. Some of 
the criticism levelled at hog grading is 
that the standard is too harsh and that 
it is adhered to too closely. 

Let us examine these contentions in 
their reverse order. It is claimed that 
hogs of perfect conformation come on the 
market just a few pounds under weight. 
Instead of being lenient on account of the 
lack of weight the graders throw them 
out as lights and they are sold at a dis¬ 
count of three cents per pound instead of 
at a premium of 10 per cent., a difference 
of over $6.00 per 150-160 pig when the 
basic price is 10 cents. It is known that 
speculators are eager to buy this class of 
pig, for by holding them for a short space 
of time they will make the select weight 
and sell for a considerable advance. The 
farmer’s protection against this kind of 
loss is to keep his lights out of the ship¬ 
ment, holding them over till they are 
mfely over the minimum weight. In 
making this calculation some farmers 
make no allowance for shrinkage. Animals 
that just barely make the weight on the 
home scales are not good enough after a 
tew hours on the cars. 

Before hog grading was instituted it was 
common thing for a hog grower to ship 
his pig crop all at one time, choosing the 
time at which the largest number were 
orime. Some would, of course, be under 
md some over weight. To make the 
most out of hog grading the grower must 
listribute his shipments through the 
reason, so that all the pigs which have the 
ionformation will get into the select grade. 
In Outario this has been responsible al¬ 
ready for a very measurable increase in 
■'o-operative shipping, another reason why 
mme elements in the trade are opposed 
to hog grading. 

Heavies 

The government graders are likewise 
severe on the maximum weight, giving 
rise to the suspicion that some of the pigs 
which are being bought by the packer at 
$2.00 apiece less today, because of being 
a few pounds over weight, are being made 
into first-class Wiltshire sides. The 
remedy for this will not be found until 
•arcass grading is resorted to, farmers 


raising the reputation and the price of, 
and the demand for Canadian pork pro¬ 
ducts overseas. 

The demand for a new grade, desirable 
in conformation but slightly too heavy 
for selects, arises out of the conviction 
that 75 pound sides are saleable in Great 
Britain at only a small discount provided 
they measure up well in quality. Under 
the present regulations pigs which come 
into that classification sell for one cent 
less than thick smooths which are not as 
readily saleable overseas. If we are in 
earnest about this need for more expert 
trade, it would seem to be the logical 
thing to make the entire scale of prices 
paid to Canadian farmers tally with the 
saleability of the various grade of the 
product in the coveted market. 

Enlisting Public Support 

This, too, is true: a large number of 
hog growers who have shipped pigs since 
grading started are critical of it, and any 
relaxation of standards which may be 
carried out without defeating the purpose 
in view would silence some opposition 
and smooth out the course of this reform 
which is fundamentally sound. 

While the adoption of these changes 
would give swine growers greater latitude 
in shipping their stock, it would have one 
unfavorable aspect. Undoubtedly farmers 
who ship co-operatively and often, would 
be tempted to market their hogs just 
under the upper weight limit for selects 
if the occasional overweight pig received 
almost the same price. The pursuance 
of such a policy would be costly to farmers 
because of a factor which is not sufficiently 
appreciated. The heavier a hog becomes, 
the more it costs to put on another pound 
of gain. Many years experience with a 
very large number of animals established 
this beyond a doubt. Those are the 
Danish figures:

being paid and packers being obliged to 
sell on the same basis. It must be evident 
that the graders have no liberty, and must 
not be allowed any with the weights. 
Whatever the limits are, whether the 
scale of weights in force today is kept 
permanently or amended, the same 
standard must be impartially adhered to 
at all times, regardless of the merits of the 
occasional pig disqualified by it. 

Then as to the undue severity of the 
present scale. Two hundred pounds is 
chosen as the ideal weight for a select hog, 
because the weight of side most in demand 
in England is 60 pounds, and a 200 pound 
pig of the right conformation will dress 
to two sides making just about the desired 
weight. The Guide is informed that the 
best trade will accept sides up to 65 pounds 
without making a serioi/s cut in price. 
That would allow the department to 
raise the upper limit for selects to 220 
pounds as asked for by the resolution of 
the Council- of Agriculture, without 
Jeopardizing the success of this plan for 


comes into the world with a certain 
overhead charged up against him. This 
charge distributed over the first five or six 
months of his life will raise the cost of 
production per pound to about what the 
feed charge is .at the end of that time. 
For that reason, under ordinary circum¬ 
stances, 200 pounds marks the most 
profitable weight at which to market 
nogs. 

There are very few y days in the Cana¬ 
dian West from the time the first snow 
flies until spring that dairy cows can 
be turned out and left for half a day 
or longer. On the other hand, a well 
fed cow r should be let out for exercise 
for an hour or so every day. Remember, 
how 7 ever, that when you see the hump 
on the back of a cow she is using her 
feed to keep warm, and that a chill will 
cut down the milk flow, regardless of 
the amount of ration fed. Don’t let a 
cow get a hump in her back if you 
want a profitable cow.

Welland Ship Canal. Excavating for Lock No. 7 


basis. The contract was awarded to } 
Lyall and Sons, who have carried on the 
work since June 28, 1922. Excavation of 
the canal prism north of Lock 4 and 
throughout the greater part of section 4 
is being done. Concrete work is well 
advanced on Twin Locks 6 and com 
mencing on Lock 7, near Thorold. This b 
the most spectacular part of the canai. 
since the canal drops 186 feet in the course 
of one mile. Three of the four locks in 
this series are twin locks in flight, which 
will allow vessels to pass up and down iD 
minimum time. These are similar to the 
famous Gatun Locks of the Panama 
Canal but, of course, have a much greater 
lift. The drop in the terrain near Thorold 
is the continuation of the Niagara escarp 
ment. The topography of the lower 
plateau makes it permissible to adopt 
these high lifts, which are without parallel 
in engineering work. 

Section 5, which is under contract with 
the Canadian Dredging Company, is 
nearing completion. Dredging operations 
have been carried on throughout the 
present season, and the substructure of 
Bridge No. 12 is being built. From Lakt 
Ontario to Port Robinson the canal is 
now under construction, and from the 
latter place to Lake Erie no construction 
work has yet been done. However the 
work for 16 miles on the Lake Erie side is 
largely an excavating job. The elevations 
along this route have to be cut away, both 
where the new and old canals coincide 
and where they do not. 

Significant to the West 

A great ileal of work can be done with 
an annual Parliamentary appropriation of 
88,0(10,000, especially if construction costs 
continue to decline. The project is too 
far advanced to be left in abeyance. A 
maximum amount of speed consistent with 
the position of Canadian finances is highly 
desirable. 

The opening of the Welland Ship Canal 
would not do a great deal to relieve such a 
congestion of grain as has occurred at the 
Georgian Hay ports during the height of 
the crop movement this autumn, unless 
elevator construction at Kingston and 
Prestcott takes place on a large scale 
Ultimately Montreal will be the transfer 
point from lake to ocean vessels, and the 
port will be the greatest grain shipping 
point in the world. Millions of dollars 
were lost because of congestion at the bay 
ports this year. That caused grain to back 
up, to the head of the Lakes and further 
west. It is a matter of opinion whether 
the transportation interests of the grain 
growers ultimately pay' the shot. 

W hen linked up with a corresponding 
waterway on the Upper St. Lawrence, the 
Welland Canal will fulfil a great economic 
need. It will permit the cheap transpor¬ 
tation of agricultural and manufactured 
goods. The electrical power develop¬ 
ment will provide a pletnora of driving 
power for industrial plants on either side 
of the line, and the sale of this energy will 
eventually wipe out the cost of the entire 
St. Lawrence project according to expert 
opinion. Left to itself, as an isolated 
canal, shut off from the sea, the usefulness 
of the Welland Ship Canal is greatly 
impaired. The West is most vitally 
interested, but Eastern Canada has also 
much at stake. Co-operation in this, as 
well as in other national issues, will carry 
the dav. 


locks, together with a guard lock at 
the upper end of the canal. 'I bis will be a 
great improvement over the present canal 
with its 25 locks. A vessel will pass 
through the new canal in eight hours, as 
compared with 16 hours at present. The 
new waterway will be 25 miles long, as 
compared with 26M> miles for the present 
canal. 'I'he new ditch follows practically 
the same route as the present canal, but 
has a more direct path. In other words, 
the kinks are ironed out. There are four 
points where the new canal follows a new 
line. The canal is several miles west of 
the Niagara River, but it has to effect 
the same change of level. The northern 
third of the canal takes practically the 
whole of the drop of 825 x /i feet. The seven 
locks are located between Thorol I and 
Lake Ontario. It is noteworthy that the 
Panama Canal has a maximum lift of 
26 feet. 

A Study in Statistics 

The total amount of earth to be exca¬ 
vated is 40,200,000 cubic feet, about 
half of which is already completed. Rock 
excavation will amount to 6,740,000 
cubic yards. Watertight embankments 
will amount to 2,700,000 cubic yards. 
Concrete work of all kinds will amount to 
2,850,000 cubic yards. Steel reinforcing 
will take 18,500 lbs of material. There 
were 1.690 men employed when the writer 
visited the canal a few weeks ago. The 
maximum number was slightly above 
2,000 men at mid-season. Operations are 
now practically at a standstill until next 
spring. 

The history of the canal construction 
has been a succession of difficulties. The 
work got under way in 1913, and fair 
progress was made until the Great War 
complicated the situation. Construction 
costs soared, and the original contracts 
had to be abandoned. The cost-plus 
system was resorted to, and it was un¬ 
satisfactory'. Work was completely sus¬ 
pended in the latter years of the war. Now 
the financial difficulties caused by the 
war and by the National Railways 
deficits have made economy a necessary 
virtue. From an engineering standpoint, 
the job could be rushed to completion in 
five years. At the present rate it will 
take three to five years more. Possibly’ 
the St. Lawrence canals will be ready at 
the same time

Progress in Construction 

During the present year substantial 
progress was made in the canal construc¬ 
tion work. The lower end of the canal is 
being completed first. Lock No. 1 at 
Port Weller is 90 per cent, finished. About 
97 per cent, of the concrete work on this 
section has been done. This lock should 
be finished next year. Lock No. 2 is 
almost as far advanced. This work has 
been carried on by the contractor. J. P. 
Porter. Port Weller harbor is being 
dredged and concrete cribs required for 
the dock there are being built and placed 
in position. Excavation work is being 
carried on in the canal prism, south of 
the Queenstown Road and elsewhere on 
the sections. About 820 men are em¬ 
ployed on this contract. 

Work was carried on under the cost- 
plus percentage basis on sections $ and 4 
until May 15, 1922, when, after public 
invitation, tenders were received for the 
work of completing them on a unit price

Bankers Review 
Progress of 
Year 


At the annual meeting of the Bank 
of Montreal, Sir Vincent Meredith, 
Bart., the president, in his address, 
gave a comprehensive review of Can¬ 
adian and foreign conditions, and 
said the outlook was for reasonably 
profitable operations in most lines of 
business. 

Year’s Developments 

Referring to some of tlie developments 
of the year, Sir Vincent said, in part: 

“Statements have been made in the 
public press by uninformed people that 
debtors, especially in the West, are being 
subjected to undue pressure by the Banks, 
Loan Companies and other creditors. So 
far as this Bank is concerned, every con¬ 
sideration and great latitude have been 
given to debtors who, through bad har¬ 
vests or other mischance, have been un¬ 
able to meet their obligations. This is 
and at all times has been the policy of 
the Bank, and never has that policy been 
more forcibly impressed upon our mana¬ 
gers than during recent critical years. 

Bank Act 

“Banks are business, not benevolent 
institutions. They are expected to pay 
their shareholders a reasonable return on 
their investment, which includes the Rest 
Account—the accumulation of many years 
—as well as the Capital of the Bank. The 
rate of dividend is not disproportionate to 
that investment and certainly has not 
proved so lavish as to encourage capital 
to seek the banking field. As a matter of 
fact, the distributions to shareholders in 
Canadian Banks is substantially less than 
that made by banking institutions in 
Great Britain or the United States.” 

Cost of Living 

Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, the gen¬ 
eral manager, in dealing more particularly 
with domestic conditions, said that _ if 
Canada were to make the progress which 
they all hoped for, it was imperative that 
taxation and the cost of living should be 
reduced to the level, at any rate, of that 
obtaining in the United States. 

Sir Frederick said, in part: 

“Canada’s economic position is not 
satisfactory. How could it be satisfactory 
with the whole financial world out of 
joint? As everyone is aware, our troubles 
have partly been the result of this uni¬ 
versal condition; partly the result of the 
war. It is well, however, to hear in mind 
that our problems are largely of our own 
creation. 

“Readjustment will come in time, for 
this is a country of virility and untold 
resources; yet one thing stands out sig¬ 
nally, in my opinion, namely, that Canada 
cannot go ahead again as she should while 
taxation and the cost of living are higher 
in this country than they are in the United 
States of America. 

Soundness of Banking System 

“Canada is one of the best countries 
in the world to live in, to work in, to play 
in—in point of stability, security and 
comfort it is an earthly paradisa as com¬ 
pared with Europe—but we must not 
stand still, and in order to progress the 
cost of living and taxation must be 
diminished; otherwise, we will fail to at¬ 
tract immigration; and improved condi¬ 
tions are largely dependent upon increased 
population. 

“As to ways and means they are ob¬ 
vious to all who reflect, and the necessity 
thereof is now being brought home to the 
heedless by that pitiless but unerring 
teacher, necessity.” 

In connection Sir Frederick stated that 
the manner in which Canadian banks gen¬ 
erally had come through the agitating 
times since 1914 must be tnken as evi¬ 
dence of the fundamental soundness of the 
Canadian banking system. There was 
reason to be thankful that no great com¬ 
mercial breakdown had occurred. 


Making a Start with Fruit 

Prairie Fruit Crowing Has Every Prospect for Bright Future Provided Three 
Essentials are Regarded■—By IP. R. I.es/ie, Supt. Mordcn Experimental Stn. 


T here is no doubt but what every 
successful tanner and every owner 
of a plot of good agricultural land 
in Western Canada can grow most 
of the fruit for his own table. 
Moreover, there van easily be consider¬ 
able variety in Ins “home-grown" fruit 
diet. The important thing is to get a 
correct start. There are three chief es¬ 
sentials: (1) well-drained, friable, 

moderately-fertile soil; (2) a suitable 
windbreak: (3) selection of varieties 
adapted to the locality. Of course there 
are other considerations, important ones, 
such as cultivation, pruning, application 
of fertilizers, cover crops, winter protec¬ 
tion, etc., but these mav easily be 
grasped after the fruit plantation has 
been set out. 

Soil 

Avoid alkali spots, avoid low bottom 
lands (except possibly for black 
currants), and avoid all poorly drained 
areas. Mostly all W astern Canadian 
prairie soils which can not rightly be 
classed in the above types will probably

be capable of growing some fruit. The 
light, sandy soils, however, and the heavy 
gumbo soils are undesirable, but the gen¬ 
eral run of loamy prairie soil is well 
adapted for fruit growing. Soil which is 
more than normally rich, such as heavily 
manured garden piots, should not bo set 
out with tree fruits. Such soil tends to 
be overly rich in nitrogen, thus causing 
the trees to grow late in the summer, 
which may result in the early frosts 
killing the twigs back. Such rich soil 
may well be used for rhubarb, straw¬ 
berries, currants, and other small fruits. 
Young orchards of plums and apples 
should not, in Western Canada, be set on 
such stimulating soils. 

The piece of land conducive to the 
greatest success in fruit growing should 
have deep surface soil and a fairly friable 
sub-surface soil through which the roots 
may penetrate without difficulty. A 
location which slopes to the north or 
north-east is most favorable, and an area 
which slopes steeply to the south-west is 
most unfavorable A level spot is very 
much more acceptable than the latter. 

Windbreak 

As time goes on there will he fruit 
gardens on most of our prairie farms. 
The majority of these will be on flat or 
level land. In the fruit-growing areas in 
the east and in the south, the advice is to 
select a slope or rolling land. The object 
of this is to secure “air drainage,” but this 
factor is not so vital in our localities where 
there is wont to be, almost continuously, 
“a breath of wind” fanning the landscape. 
The abundance of air movement is the 
largest reason for the establishment of a 
substantial windbreak. On what sides 
shall it he placed? Of what shall it be 
composed? How close shall it be to the 
fruik- trees? 

Because of the frequent breezes and 
because of the occasional heavy winds, it 
is best to place the shelter on the north, 
the w r est, the south and on the east. If 
one side bo unplanted, let it be the east. 
There will be enough breeze to cause “air 
drainage” no matter how well the fruit 
plantation be sheltered, and the host of 
reasons in favor of planting a good wind¬ 
break on all sides outweigh the air- 
drainage reason for leaving one side 
exposed. ... 

The composition of the windbreak is a 
big question. Much information of the 
most useful kind is distributed by the 
Chief of the Tree Planting Division, 
Dominion Forestry' Nursery Station, 


Indian Head, Saskatchewan. In the 
small yard the choice will probably be 
between a close board fence and a well 
grown thick Caragana hedge. In the 
large plantations the very best protection 
will be afforded by a hedge of native White 
Spruce. These may be planted three feet 
apart in the rows and, to protect the 
young spruce, Caragana hedges may well 
be placed on the extreme outside edge. 
As spruce are slow growing trees in early 
life, Caragana hedges or some other quick 
growing, non-suckering, trees may be 
set to provide temporary shelter. 

There is a good place for native fruits 
and hardy crabs, such as the Siberian 
Crab (Pyrus baceata), in the shelter belt. 
They will thicken up the shelter, add 
beauty to the boundaries of the plantation, 
and afford fruit for owner and for the 
birds. Among the fruits which can be so 
placed are the plum, saskatoon, pin cherry, 
choke cherry, sand cherry, nannyberry, 
Pembina (highbush cranberry), arrow wood, 
hazel, and hawthorn. 

The shelter belt should not be placed as 
an outside row to the fruit trees. It. 
should be removed considerably—espec¬ 
ially is this true on the north and west. 
The prevailing winds will blow the snow 
against the shelter belt, which, although 
checking the snow, will permit much to 
drift through, forming a pile on the lee 
side. If the fruit trees are planted close 
to the break they are in great danger of 
severe injury through “snow crush” or 
breakage by the snow. A dense ever¬ 
green shelter will cheek most of the snow- 
while a single row of Caragana will permit 
much to drift in to a distance of 60 feet 
or more. The best arrangement seems 
to be the provision of a “snow trap.” 
That is, a second shelter belt. 30 or 
more feet from the outer belt on the 
west and north sides. The intervening 
area between the outer and the inner 
shelter belts will provide a place for 
growing vegetables. The soil there will 
have moisture in early summer because 
of the snow being captured during the 
winter and caused to melt slowly in (he 
spring. 

Varieties 

No other factor is more vital in attaining 
success. One docs not gather grapes from 
thorns nor figs from thistles—neither shall 
we gather choice ripe fruits from trees 
too tender to withstand the coldness and 
the dryness of our winter climate. No 
list of fruits can be recommended which 
will be equally well adapted for all parts 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
There are definite climatic zones and it 
is well to recognize the fact at the outset, 
and avoid unfruitful expenditure of time 
and plants. 

Advice of general application is set 
out plums and set out raspberries. These 
two crops may be grown with little 
effort. They will succeed nearly every 
year, whereas strawberries will be a failure 
in a dry year. However,-strawberries are 
almost certain to be successful whore there 
is a supply of non-alkali water for them

during the months of May and June. 
Apples are possible only where sufficiently 
hardy varieties are set out. Black cur¬ 
rants are less hardy than the red and 
white varieties, but hardy sorts of all three 
types are procurable. Cherries of named 
varieties are a doubtful venture. Of 
course, the sand cherry is a native and 
accustomed to dry conditions, but the 
fruit in itself is seldom of acceptable 
quality. 

The above remarks do not aim at com¬ 
plete treatment of even the few subjects 
treated, but are intended to indicate what 
are primal considerations in making a 
start with a fruit garden in the Canadian 
prairies.

Farm Women’s Clubs 



Annual Conventions 

W INTER is the season of the 
annual farm conventions. The 
Manitoba convention will be 
held the earliest of the three 
western provinces. It will be 
held in Brandon, January 9 to 12 inclu¬ 
sive. The first day will be more par¬ 
ticularly the women’s day, and the 
remainder of the time will be spent dis¬ 
cussing questions which are of interest 
to both men and women. Programs of 
the convention will be printed later. 
Women should remember that they are 
entitled to a representation of one for 
every ten or fraction of ten paid-up 
members. Important questions directly 
concerned with agriculture are to be 
considered and plans laid for future 
work. Delegates who attend the con¬ 
vention will receive information and 
new ideas that will inspire them to go 
back to the local with fresh enthusiasm 
and interest in the work of the organ¬ 
ized farm women. Each Women’s 
Section and women’s committee should 
see that delegates are sent to the con¬ 
vention. 


Goodwater Egg Circle 

In response to a number of enquiries 
regarding the Goodwater Egg Circle, 
Mrs. S. El wood, secretary of the Good- 
water W.S.G.G.A., sends the follow¬ 
ing details: 

At a regular public meeting last 
April we opened the subject of the 
egg circle, having first supplied our¬ 
selves with a bulletin issued by the 
Agricultural Co-operative Trading 
Association. Mr. Brown, our local 
storekeeper, was asked to receive the 
names of those who were willing to 
co-operate in the circle, and when he 
thought a sufficient number had ex¬ 
pressed themselves as interested, he 
called a meeting. At this meeting 
they organized with Mr. Brown as 
manager, which means secretary and 
treasurer also. He has done this 
work most efficiently. 

There were twenty members to 
start; it costing $1.25 each, which in¬ 
cludes membership and a rubber stamp 
and pad. 

The manager w r as to receive one cent 
per dozen for whole cases of eggs and 
two cents for broken ones. However, 
Mr. Brown tells mo ho has never charg¬ 
ed but one cent yet, as the shippers 
pack their own broken cases among 
themselves, this being quite satisfac¬ 
tory to all concerned. 

They succeeded in arranging for a 
sale of all eggs and after the first ship¬ 
ment we were pleased indeed to receive 
a premium of three cents a dozen for 
strictly fresh eggs. After a time the 
company began a new grading by which 
they paid for specials, banners, etc., 
right down to cracked ones, paying for 
them according to value. This we find 
a very fair way. 

For the first six months of operation 
the shippers have received clear 20 1-3 
cents per dozen as an average price. 
While the price in the local stores has 
been nearly every week below 20 cents 
and as low as 15 cents per dozen, with 
one exception when they ran the price 
1 2-3 cents per dozen above the circle 
price, the reason for which was obvious. 

There seems to be exceptional satis¬ 
faction with the circle as it places cash 
in the farmers’ hands and from now on 
the real profits will begin as the price 
is gradually improving. 

It is the opinion of our manager that 
if a circle could get a local merchant 
to act as manager and shipper the 
arrangement would be ideal both for 
the merchant and the farmer, as it 
would create a good feeling between 
the two, and he has found in his own 
business that very often the cheque for 
the eggs is handed directly back to him 
for goods which ho handles, thus giving 
him the cash and the farmer the cash 
discount. 

We have applied for a culler to go 
over the flocks owned by the circle 
members and hope to have this done in 
the near future.

1'hat has been clone 
twice this year, at all other times the 
meetings being held in the hall. Arrange¬ 
ments were made to start a quilt, to be 
ready for a bazaar to be held in November.

14 inches square of dress material, one- 
half to he dark, the other light. 'The quilt, 
was to be called a Log Cabin Quilt. The 
object of the bazaar was to raise funds to 
carry on the rest room, and any other 
work that was needed. Also they had a 
blackboard fixed on the wall of the' hall, 
this in readiness for the Dressmaking 
Course in May. 

In April arrangements were made to have 
a demonstrator from the Extension Ser¬ 
vice hold a course in May. During April 
also the Travelling Library of 45 hooks 
arrived. This has been greatly patron¬ 
ized, and when it goes back there' will he 
another library to take its place. The 
Dressmaking Course was held in May. As 
regards numbers, it was not a success, due 
to the roads being impassable. Those 
who were able to attend had to swim 
across the creeks on horseback, as all the 
bridges were washed away. However, 
they hope to make up for this l>v having 
courses in both dressmaking and millinery 
at the end of November. 

A trustees’ meeting was called in June, 
in connection with the rest room, with 
the result that this was put on a proper 
footing, and everything is now running 
smoothly. The members go in at stated 
times to overhaul the rest room and 
make it look cosy, and it has proved a 
boon to many women. In June also the 
whole U.F.M. spent a day at the Com¬ 
munity Hall, and had a general clean-up. 
The women scrubbed inside, from top to 
bottom and cleaned the windows, while 
the men built a fence all round, cut scrub, 
mowed the grass, dug a well, and made 
the grounds look neat, and also built a 
booth. This building answers for a winter 
kitchen to the hall, and belongs partly to 
the U.F.M. and partly to the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club. 

Nearly all the members take some part 
in helping with the Boys’ and Girls’ Club. 
Their picnic was held in June, and the 
Women’s Section took a leading part in 
providing for it. The U.F.M. held their 
third annual picnic in July, the women 
taking an active part all through, the 
result being they wero able to hand over 
$100 to the treasury In July the ladies 
began to pay so much monthly towards 
keeping the hall swept and dusted. 4 hey 
also sent to the Blind Institute, Winnipeg, 
for brooms to sell, and supplied the whole 
neighborhood, the brooms proving most 
satisfactory. 

During August they sent to Miss 
Campbell, at Ottawa, for pamphlets on 
the uses of cheese and milk, also Com¬ 
munity Song Books were obtained from 
the Central secretary, Miss Finch. I'he 
latter were in great demand. It was 
decided to take turns in scrubbing the 
hall monthly, and two members go to¬ 
gether. 

In September they collected remnants 
and wool to make up articles for the 
bazaar, and in October they met to put 
together the blocks and had a quilting 
bee. On November 6 the women pro¬ 
vided a fowl supper and concert to assist 
the church in raising funds for the pastor’s 
salary, and on November 24 they made 
a presentation to the vice-president, on the 
20th anniversary of her wedding, in 
appreciation of her good services to the

Mennonite Immigration 

E. Boissier, of Watrous, in a letter, which ia 
mucii too long for ua to publish in full, describes 
an organised movement in Saskatchewan to bring 
to that province for settlement in the neighborhood 
i.f Saskatoon some thousands of Russo-German 
Mennonites. Mr. Boissier states that there is 
registered at Regina and Ottawa the Russian- 
German Mennonite Colonisation Company, capi¬ 
talized at #10,000,000, the purposes and objects 
of which, according to a prospectus issued at 
Rosthern and dated August 12, are to aid Men¬ 
nonite peoples of Europe, place them on equipped 
farms, assist them with goods and property and 
sell them land, stock, machinery, equipment and 
supplies. The plan Mr. Boissier says is to segregate 
these people in communities, and he also states 
that they have received permission from the 
federal government, to bring in 20,000. lie also 
quotes from a speech of Rev. David Toewas, of 
Rosthern, to the effect that arrangements have 
already been made with the C.F.li. to convey 
these Mennonites from the port of Libau on the 
Rultic to Saskatoon, and the speaker intimated 
that there were UK),000 of these people anxious 
to come to Canada, and that Premier King, in an 
interview with directors of the company, hud 
stated there was no objection whatever to Meu- 
nonites entering the country. 

Enclosed with the letter is a copy of a resolution 
of protest against these immigrants passed at a 


meeting of representatives of locals of the S.G.G.A., 
Plymouth district. This resolution, Mr. Boissier 
states, has been endorsed by the Watrous S.G.G.A. 
local and the Watrous Great War Veterans’ 
Association and the Orange Order of the district 
“have promised to endorse’’ it. It is claimed that 
these Russo-German Mennonites are being con¬ 
fused with the Dutch Mennonites and the letter 
says: 

"We claim that Premier King (who was brought 
up at Kitchener, Waterloo County, Ont.) is 
deliberately or else unknowingly confusing the 
Pennsylvania Dutch Mennonite (than whom there 
are no better farmers in Canada and to whom we 
have no objection) with the Russian-German 
Mennonite. The P.D.M. came to Canada in the 
early days of Ontario under a written guarantee 
that the three articles of his faith should be granted 
to him and his descendants for ever (viz., exemp¬ 
tion from military service, privilege of affirming 
yea or nay instead of taking an oath and a deter¬ 
mined avoidance of all legal proceedings). We 
are willing to implement those promises, but we 
claim that even Premier King’s fertile imagination 
cannot make a Russian-German a lineal descendant 
of a Pennsylvania Dutchman. We object to 
special privilege and every Mennonite admitted 
to Canada at any time who is not a Pennsylvania 
Dutchman is here under false pretenses. We 
claim that the country that feeds and protects 
a man has a right to his military services, also 
that directly the individual or any petty sect 


declare* itself above the law* of the oountry men 
they become a positive detriment to that country. 
We object to the admission of these people on 
these grounds: Alien in faith, language and ideals, 
nonconformable to some of the most vital laws of 
the country (school and health). After 40 years 
of so-oalled education we find the third generation 
unable to converse intelligently at any length in 
English owing to the determined use of the low 
German language. Also they are averse to colleges 
and higher education. We are utterly opposed to the 
colony of communal systems for agricultural 
settlers. This is a question not merely of immigra¬ 
tion, but of absorption and assimilation.” 


The Plight of Farmer Debtors 

« The Editor.—There come times in our lives 
which summon all our powers—times precarious 
in the extreme, when tne forces of nature, the 
concentrated power of the government and our 
fellow men seem in league to withhold from us 
a livelihood or rob us of our meagre returns. 
Today we have presented to us a riddle of the 
Sphinx of fate which not to answer is to be de¬ 
stroyed. Have we the answer? 

In the judicial district of Yorkton alone 4,000 
executions! Just one for every family—a nice 
Xmas box filled with skull and cross-bones to be 
presented to us through the sheriff’s office when 
our turn comes; allowed by a government pledging 
itself to look after our interests, and most unkind 
cut of all—and thou O Brutus!—sanctioned by 
the executive of our Grain Growers’ Association. 

Never mind at the present time chewing the 
rag among ourselves or with any interest who or 
what is to blame for our predicament. Day by 
day the sheriff’s office is grinding out its toll of 
financial death, leaving in its wake destruction, 
misery, blasted hopes, stiffed production, and the 
debt still unpaid. Already many have fallen and 
are beyond the help of any remedial measure. 
Our turn is coming! God helps only those that 
help themselves! Hold immediate meetings in 


every schoolhouse and in every town; pass resolu¬ 
tions demanding an immediate moratorium and 
forward them to the government at Regina. In 
this we will have the backing of every honest 
thinking business man, because he sees the returns 
of our labor—a share of which he might have 
obtained—frittered away in legal expenses. 

The past is dead! Today is ours! Tomorrow

I 
shipped 21 chickens (two of them were dead on 
arrival), also 20 ducks, and the net price I received 
was #13.01; truly a liberal return for our labor 
After the express company got their little dole 
(only $8.23) I was left tne above amount. 1 wrote 
the produce company saying that I was not at 
all satisfied, and they replied that they did not 
even make $2.00 profit out of my shipment 
Who did? I don’t wish to say that all produce 
companies are dishonest, but some of them are 
strangers to the truth.—“Stung.”

tbs Canadian Council of Agriculture in 
meeting the other day has nothing new 
to offer, but passes a resolution which 
may mean anything or nothing in rela 
tion to the wheat marketing question. 
I know I shall be accused of abusing 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture. I 
have no such intention, but I do think 
ii is time that some plain facts were 
stated in relation to this problem. When 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture 
met there were men sitting around the 
same table—officers of the farmers' 
movement—who control the largest, 
finest and most complete mechanical 
grain handling and trading facilities in 
the world. The men who sat around 
that table control over 700 country ele¬ 
vators; the best organized grain trade 
offices in Winnipeg; terminal elevator 
facilities of greater capacity and more 
up-to-date than those owned by any 
other interest; hospital elevators more 
up-to-date and of greater capacity than 
any other interest; and, in addition, an 
organization for exporting grain second 
to none in the business and which will 
thig year export overseas at least 100,- 
000,000 bushels of grain and quite pos¬ 
sibly twice that amount. 

The men who are the members of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture and 
who control these facilities have at 
their command stronger financial back¬ 
ing than any other farmers' organiza¬ 
tion in the world, and, in addition, have 
in their employ the foremost grain men 
of this continent. Is it not strange that 
these men—controlling for the organ¬ 
ized farmers this immense organization 
—should have nothing to suggest in the 
way of a permanently improved system 
of grain marketing? There must be an 
explanation, and the explanation is not 
that the members of the Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of Agriculture lack the ability. It 
must be that they are unable to agree 
among themselves as to what the remedy 
should be. Being unable to agree among 
themselves, apparently the only thing 
they can agree upon is that the govern¬ 
ment of the country and the govern¬ 
ments of the provinces should be asked 
to create an autocratic monopoly beyond 
the reach even of our courts—a mono¬ 
poly which would take away from every 
man the right of freedom in the dis¬ 
position of the products of his own 
farm. I cannot believe that the leaders 
of the farmers' movement in Western 
Canada desire the permanent adoption 
of the principle of compulsion—a prin¬ 
ciple so completely opposite to the ideals 
of the farmers’ movement generally. 

I am being asked every day to take 
the lead in this matter of grain mar¬ 
keting. Many of our citizens have 
urged me, and are urging me today, to 
consent to take the chairmanship of a 
wheat board, and many others are ask¬ 
ing me to suggest a solution. I have 
waited, hoping that the meeting of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture would 
result in some carefully considered sug 
gestion as to grain marketing methods 
which should be followed in the future, 
hut have been disappointed; and now. 
in consequence of the pressure to which 
T am being subjected. I feel it my duty 
to make a suggestion as to how improve¬ 
ment might be brought about. 

Amalgamate Export Branches 

I have spoken of the splendid facili 
ties controlled by the organized farm 
ers. Among these are two great export 
companies—one controlled bv the Sas¬ 
katchewan Co-operative Elevator Com¬ 
pany and the other by the United Gra n 
Growers Limited. My suggestion is: 
First, that these two export companies 
should be amalgamated, allowing to each 
of the parent companies—the Saskat¬ 
chewan Co-op. and the U.G.G.—an equal 
share in the capital and control of the 
amalgamated company which, for con¬ 
venience, we might call the Canadian 
Farmers’ Export Company. Second, the 
Canadian Farmers’ Export Company 
should agree to receive consignments of 
grain to its order at Fort William or 
Port Arthur and should make an initial 
payment thereon and issue participation 
certificates in the same manner as the 
wheat board of 1919. Third, that the 
Farmers’ Export Company should make 
arrangements with its parent companies 
—the U.G.G. and the Saskatchewan Co¬ 
op.—to receive street grain on account 
or the Export Company at each one of 
their 700 country elevators and to make 
the initial payment and issue partioipa- 
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tion certificates thereon. The arrange¬ 
ment should be similar to that in effect 
in 1919 between the Canadian Wheat 
Board and the elevator companies and 
should be open also to companies other 
than those controlled by the organized 
farmers. At the end of the year the 
Export Company should have an amount 
available for distribution. Out of this 
a dividend of not more than 10 per cent, 
upon the paid-up capital invested by the 
farmers’ companies in the Export Com¬ 
pany should be paid. A reserve equal 
to riot less than 10 per cent, of the bal¬ 
ance remaining should be created. Atter 
pavment had been made into the re¬ 
serve. the balance of the funds remain¬ 
ing in the hands of the Export Company 
should be distributed as payment for 
participation certificates in exact'' the 
same manner as the Canadian Wheat 
Board did in 1919. 


Advantages of Pool 

This, in brief and without minor de- 
ails, is my suggestion of an improved 
marketing" system. The advantages 
jvhicli I claim for the plan are: first, 
hat it would ensure to the farmer pat¬ 
ronizing it the world’s average annual 
market value for his product loss proper 
’barges for handling, all of vhich 
.barges—excepting transportation costs 
--would be under the control of his own 
organizations. Second, that it can be 
applied to all grains in addition to 


wheat. Third, that it is entirely con 
trolled by the farmers’ business organi¬ 
zations. Fourth, that the best guarantee 
of efficiency on the part of a grain mar¬ 
keting organization lies in the fact that 
the farmer is free to patronize it or not 
as he sees fit. This is the basic prin¬ 
ciple upon which the great farmers' 
co-operative institutions have been 
founded. One of the chief difficulties 
in my mind with regard to a compulsory 
wheat board monopoly lies in the fact 
that it would never be possible for any¬ 
one to judge whether a compulsory 
wheat board had performed good ser¬ 
vice or bad, had been honest or dis 
honest in the handling of the business. 
No one can prove that the wheat board 
of 1919 did the best possible or that its 
transactions were honest in every par¬ 
ticular, because there is no standard of 
comparison possible. The same would 
be true of any compulsory monopoly in 
the grain business. The suggestion l 
have outlined renders it possible for the 
farmer to judge at the end of the year 
as to whether he has received good ser¬ 
vice or otherwise and would enable him, 
through his organization, if necessary, 
to make comparison of individual cases 
by the Export Company with the prices 
obtaining in the open market operating 
along side. 

Government Financial Support 
Tt may be urged in some quarters that 


the financial resources of the farmers’ 
companies would be unequal to the task 
imposed upon them by this suggestion. 

1 cannot speak for the government of 
any other province, but I can say that 
the government of Saskatchewan has 
always shown itself willing to place the 
resources of the province behind any 
practical co-operative scheme for mar¬ 
keting the products of the farm, and I 
can assure you that the government of 
the province would not turn a deaf ear 
to a request for financial backing of an 
enterprise which already had the finan¬ 
cial backing of the farmers’ movement 
through the two great co-operative com¬ 
panies. 

Further, T would like it clearly under¬ 
stood that in making this suggestion I 
am not indicating that the law respect¬ 
ing a compulsory wheat board now on 
the statute books of Saskatchewan will 
be repealed. I am merely taking at 
their word those who have stated during 
the past several years that a compulsory 
wheat board could not be a permanent 
solution but should only be adopted 
temporarily, in order that time might 
be given to evolving a satisfactory 
scheme lacking the objectionable feat¬ 
ures which all recognize to be present 
in connection with a compulsory board. 

The suggested scheme is intended 
solely as a contribution towards the 
solution of what constitutes a very real 
problem to the bulk of our people.

ALBERTA 

Cochrane Convention 

The annual convention of the Coch¬ 
rane IT.F.A. ami U.F.W.A. District As¬ 
sociation was held on November 13, at 
the Community Hall, Sampsonton. 
II. E. G. 11. Scholefield was chairman 
and C. II. McFarquhar secretary. 

Resolutions were passed askinj>r that 
the Department of Education place in 
all school libraries a story of the Bible, 
in simple language; that all corpora¬ 
tions or individuals issuing cheques or 
pay order slips be compelled to affix 
the proper stamps; that the provincial 
government institute a Hansard; that 
the present sessional indemnity be 
changed to a yearly salary, and that 
no government increase the amount of 
salary without referring the matter to 
the people. The convention also en¬ 
dorsed a compulsory wheat pool for all 
of Canada. 

Another resolution expressed appre¬ 
ciation of Cnpt. d. T. Shaw’s work as 
a member of the Dominion parliament, 
and especially in regard to his work 
in connection with the Crow’s Nest 
agreement. 

C. H. McFarquhar gave a short out¬ 
line of the scope of the Canada Co-op¬ 
erative Meat Export Fool, at the 
request of the convention. 

A. A. Moore, M.L.A., gave an account 
of the work accomplished by the Green¬ 
field government, alluding briefly to the 
chief happenings in the two sessions 
of the legislature. 

Officers were elected as follows: 
President, II. E. G. H. Scholefield; vice- 
president, Mrs. Tisdale; directors, E. .1. 
Read, N. L. McPhail and S. Taylor. 

South Edmonton Convention 

The first annual convention of the 
South Edmonton Provincial Constituency 
Association was held at Bretnncr on 
November 11. Out of 15 locals in the 
territory 11 are fully paid up, aud 10 
were represented at the convention. In 
a short speech the president, W. J. 
Jackman, urged all locals to fill up their 
ranks. 

The officers of the association are: 
W. J. Jackman, president; A. Hunan, 


vice-president; and F. H. Herbert, sec¬ 
retary; all re-elected. 

Resolutions were passed suggesting 
the amendment of the school ordinance 
to allow any specified number of rural 
school districts to co-operate in em¬ 
ploying a supervisor, requesting that 
the total number of provincial constitu¬ 
encies be reduced to 40; and that no 
rural territory be included in any urban 
constituency; asking that the indemnity 
of members of the legislature include 
all sessions held during the year; and 
recommending that private labor bu¬ 
reaux be restored.• 

Craigmyle Convention 

The annual convention of the Craig¬ 
myle District U.F.A. Association, held 
in Hanna recently, elected as officers: 
P. W. Bilwiller, president; Mrs. Mary 
Banner and II. T. Simpson, vice- 
presidents. 

G. A. Forster, M.L.A. spoke on the 
activities of the provincial government, 
and, after answering numerous ques¬ 
tions from the floor, was accorded a 
hearty vote of thanks. E. D. Blain gave 
an address on modern education, which, 
he said, trained people to produce effi¬ 
ciently but not to enjoy the fruits of 
that production. 

Resolutions were carried pledging the 
provincial government support in all 
curtailment of expenditure; asking the 
continuation of the Drought Relief Act 
until conditions made it unnecessary; 
asking the influence of U.F.A. members 
of parliament to bring about a revalua¬ 
tion of soldier settlers’ farms and 
equipment; asking for additional sup¬ 
port to rural schools to enable them to 
keep open; and recommending that steps 
be taken to ensure that prospective im¬ 
migrants be fully informed as to 
present farming conditions in this 
country. 

Reorganization of Rathwell Local 

The reorganization recently of the 
Rathwell U.F.A. local was the occasion 
of a chicken dinner, followed by a meet¬ 
ing which was addressed by Mrs. Sears, 
president of the U.F.W.A.; G. G. Coote, 
M.P., and W. H. Shield, M.L.A. Mrs. 
Sears spoke briefly on the need .of or¬ 
ganization, especially among the young 
women, to train them to become useful 
members. Mr. Coote spoke chiefly of 
the wheat board and freight rates ques¬ 


tion, and Mr. Shield, referring to the 
need for organization, said that the 
reason for the present hard times was 
the low purchasing power of the dollar, 
more than the poor crops. High prices, 
he said, were due to the strong organiza¬ 
tions of manufacturers and dealers, and 
must be met by strong organization of 
the farmers. 

Direct Legislation Act 

That the Direct Legislation Act now 
on the Alberta statutes should be re¬ 
vised is advocated in a resolution passed 
by the Kingman U.G.G. local. Amend¬ 
ments are suggested as follows: That 
clause 3, referring to the referendum, be 
changed to read, “The legislature with 
reference to any act shall declare that 
it shall not come into force until the 
90th day after the close of the session 
during which the same is passed’’; that 
clause 6, providing that no initiative 
measure necessitating a charge upon the 
public revenue be considered by the 
legislature, be struck out. 

It is thought by this local that this 
would provide a remedy for such situa¬ 
tions as arose over the special session 
indemnity. 

Oppose Immigration Scheme 

Resolutions have been passed by the 
Glenevis and Travis locals opposing the 
Canada colonization scheme. The Glen¬ 
evis local asks that instead of giving 
any encouragement to this scheme, that 
the government work to devise a scheme 
for the right use of the national credit; 
while Travers local suggests as an al¬ 
ternative that measures be taken to 
enable people already on the land to buy 
machinery and clothing at reasonable 
prices. 

Northland local at a recent meeting 
decided to conduct a house-to-house can¬ 
vass to secure new members. Several 
members volunteered to do this work. 

D. F. Kellner, M.P., and S. A. Carson, 
M.L.A., were the speakers at a U.F.A. 
meeting in Thorhild, where they dis¬ 
cussed the work of the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments, respectively. 

Sunniebend local, U.F.A., recently 
gave a box social and dance, the entire 
proceeds of which, $65, were given to 
assist a family of newcomers in the dis¬ 
trict who had suffered from serious 
illness.

WOOL MARKET 

The year just closing has been a most 
hopeful one from the standpoint of the 
grower. Following the stagnant market and 
disastrously low prices of 1921, wool 
values during 1922 have experienced a 
steady increase due to greater consump¬ 
tion and depleting world stocks, and even 
during the present period, which is always 
a slack season in the wool trade, prices are 
unchanged, everyone in the trade being 
strongly confident that they will continue 
firm and in some lines at least, higher 
values will lie noted. Taking a broad sur¬ 
vey, it is Indisputable that world consump¬ 
tion is being well maintained and trading 
prospects are good. Trade conditions 
everywhere are very healthy. Stocks of 
domestic wools are practically depleted In 
Canada and the U.S.A., and such a condition 
has had a remarkable reflex In South 
America where trading is firm and active. 

Sir Arthur Goldfinch, recognized as one 
of the best authorities in the trade, speak¬ 
ing of the future of the wool industry, 
says that the dominating fact is not that 
fine wools are scarce but that all classes 
of wool are going to be scarce. He fore¬ 
casts a big demand for low cross-breds and 
considers it a good thing that the trade is 
resisting strongly the present exceedingly 
high premium on merino wool. The reduc¬ 
tion of the difference between the values of 
cross-bred and fine wools, lie believes, is 
going tc be brought about, not by a decline 
of merino prices, hut by a substantial 
increase in the rates quoted for medium 
and coarse cross-breds. All of which would 
signify that the coming season will see but 
little difference between the position or 
merinos and cross-bred wools from the 
point of view either of supply or demand, 
and consequently the present disparity in 
price should he reduced to more normal 
proportions. At the same time the gradual 
extension or the public demand for some¬ 
what coarser wool fabrics should also he 
of material assistance in moving medium 
cross-breds. 

Apropos or this same condition, the 
National Wool Warehouse and Storage Co., 
Chicago, in writing recently to Western 
U S. growers and bankers, declare that ow¬ 
ing to conditions now prevailing In the 
wool markets of the world, it Is highly 
probable that an active campaign will soon 
begin to contract next season’s domestic 
clip Further the company. In pointing out 
that the benefits which the wool growers 
will receive from the healthy conditions 
now existing tn the wool market and In 
business generally are wholly contingent
